Such is the holiness of God’s law, that every 
transgression and disobedience is certainly fol- 
lowed with his displeasure.

three hundred and fifty, and they have the names 
of over three hundred and sixty to the pledge, 
and when this society was formed there were 
twelve dram shops in the place, and now but three 
remains,and they about ready to abandon the busi- 
ness. The same results have also been produced in 
other towns,and in all the region around, the glori- 
ous work of reformation is going forward with as- 
tonishing success, and the old man remarked in 
his recent visit to Lubec that thirteen thousand had 
within a few months united to the society in the 
places he had visited.

all wrong, and he resolves to overcome his evil 
propensities. He thinks he shallstand. But he

|to slide and fall as often as the temptation is re- 
newed. He 

“Resolves and re-resolves—and dies the same.” 


Poor man, he has not learned that Christ spoke 
the truth when he said, “without me ye can do 
nothing.” He must stumble. Christ must let 
him fall as often as he attempts to go alone, else 
an important principle will be violated. 

But let that man who has fallen a thousand 
times, and a thousand times resolved that he would 
stand, come to feel that he is a branch, separated 
from the vine he cannot stand, abiding in the vine 
he cannot fall. Let him know that his “sufficien- 
cy is of God,” that “Jesus the author and finisher 
of our faith” can hold him up. And then how eas- 
ily he will stand. Temptations which formerly 
swept him away will be powerless. So long as he 
keeps hold of the hand of his Savior, and trusts 
that He “will not suffer him to be tempted above 
that he is able to bear,’’ so long as he remembers 
that Christ isthe source of his very life, and 
that so long only is he safe. For the moment 
that he loses sight of this truth, and attempts to 
walk alone, Jesus Christ in great faithfulness and 
love will say to him, “Without me ye can do noth- 
ing.”

Invasion of Texas by Mexico. 
SURRENDER OF SAN ANTONIO. 


By the Southern mail of this morning we have received |. 


New Orleans papers te the 16th inst. They contain the | 
important intelligence of the invasion’ of Texas by the | 
Mexicans, received by the steamer New York, which left | 
Galveston on the 12th inst. Several Texian gentlemen 
were passengers in the New York, who staie that the in. 
vaders are variously estimated from 8 to 14,000 strong, un- 
der the command of Arista, and had entered Texas at va. 
rious points. It will be seen from the extracts given below 
that the Mexicans and Texians were concentrating on Vic- 
toria, Gonzales, and Austin, at which places a desperate 
resistance will be made. 

It is stated that Texas hasan efficient force of 4000 in 
the field. The whole male population of ‘Texas were seiz- 
ing arms and organizing for resistance. 

From an Extra of the Civilian, (Galveston,) of the 12th 
of March: 

‘* By the steamer Dayton, just arrived from Houston, we 
learn that expresses arrived yesterday from Austin, dated 
on Monday last, stating that intelligence had reached that | 
place, that San Antonio was taken by the Mexicans on 
Saturday last. Capt. Dotton, who brought the intelligence 
from Austin, states that the number ef Mexicans was 
large, numbering several thousands.

Ferguson, and from whom he escaped, stated that their 
force on this side of the Nences numbered 800, who were 
destined for Victoria, and 3000 had gone to San Antonio, 
and that there were in all, 14,000 this side of the Rio 
Grande.

At 11 o’clock on Sunday, as the New York was coming 
out from Galveston. we met the steamer Edward Borrel. | 
son, just from Houston, and learned officially ot the surren.

of Gen, Vasquez, on the 5th inst. His force consisted of | 
50 lancers, 350 cavalry, 100 infantry, 30 mounted Caddo | 
Indians, and about 550 rancheros, and is no doubt the ad. | 
vanced guard of the army. From the best information we | 
can get, the entire Mexican force now in Texas is believed | 
to be about 15,000. Gen. Burrelson has about 2,000 men 
under his command at Gonzales, and is daily receiving ac. 
cessions. He is prepared to give the enemy a warm re- 
ception, and although the numbers are largely against 
them, he and his men are certain of success, and impatient 
for the conflict. 

Gen Houston left Galveston on Sunday morning at 10 | 
o’cluck, forthe army. He goes cool and collected, as would | 
seem from exterior appearances, whilst at the same time, | 
those who are intimate with him can but perceive that erup- 
tions equal to Mount Vesuvius are at work within him. 
His health is firm, his spirits good, and a determination im- 
movably fixed in him to heap vengeance on the perfidious | 
Mexicans. 

If necessary, he will have 10,000 Texans in the field in 
thirty days. Hvuston and Galveston are turning out toa 
man, as isall other partsof Texas. The steamer Lafitte, 
and three sloops, all private property, have been manned 
and full fitted out by the citizens of Galveston, and sailed 
on Sunday, under command of Capt. Clarke, for Copano 
and the Braso San Iago. The Texas flag will be planted 
at the latter place, and the next stepis to take Matamoras. 
There are the orders of Gen. Houston.

Important Decision. 


The Supreme Court of the United States have 
lately rendered an important decision respecting 
the right of owners of fugitive slaves to reclaim 
them in the free States. By this decision, the 
owner of a fugitive slave is entitled to apprehend 
the runaway in any State, and convey him with- 
out its boundaries, without any reference to the 
laws of the State in which he may be found,.— 
The decision was given under the following ok 
cumstances ; 

A citizen of Maryland was indicted for taki 
and carrying away from Pennsylvania a ry 
contrary to the statute of that State, The de. 
fendant was tried in the Court of Oyer and Ter. 
miner, pleading not guilty. The jury found ' 
“special verdict, that the defendant did remove the 

ve from Pennsylvania, and restore her to the 
custody of her owner in Maryland. By the law 
af Pennsylvamia, passed in 1826, such an act is 
«made felony, punishable by fine and imprison. 
anent, The case was taken up to the Supreme 
Court, and there the decision was affirmed, By 
a friendly understanding between Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, the case was brought to the Su. 
preme Court of the United States, that it mj t 
be adjudicated, an settle the question 
tween the two States. er 

The ouly clause in the Constitution of the 


The decision of the Supreme Court settles the 
following points respecting the application of this 
clause. 

Ist. The constitutional provision executes it- 
self, so far as to authorize the master, or his agent, 
to seize a fugitive slave in any State in the Un- 
ion, as property: and that no State law is consti. 
tutional which interferes with the right. 

2d. But the provision also contemplates legis- 
lation by Congress, to make the delivery of a fu- 
gitive slave more effectual, against all State or 
other interference. 

3d. Congress has legislated, and such legisla- 
tion is the supreme law of the land, excluding all 
State legislation upon the same subject. No 
State, therefore, can pass any law to qualify, im- 
pede, or control, the remedy given by the act of 
Congress. | 

4th. The power of legislation by Congress ts 
exclusive, and no State therefore can pass any 
law to carry into effect the provision in the Con- 
stitution in respect to fugitive slaves, whether 
Congress has or has not legislated. 

Sth. The points decided are in no way intend- 
ed to interfere with the police power in the States 
to take up runaway slaves, and to guard them- 
selves from their depredations. 

The Cuter Justice and Mr. Justice Danreis 
concurred with the Court, in opinion that the 
Pennsylvania law was unconstitutional and void, 
but differed as to the exclusive nature of the le- 


churches, instead of any other, as rightly belong- 
ing to them, and calculated to correct the abuses 
of it among Papists and Episcopalians, in apply- 
ing it to diocesan prelates... We have no doubt 
this proposition, if extensively adhered to and 
adopted, would have a very excellent effect on 
many, and correct those erroneous notions in re- 
gard to a difference of rank in the ministry. 
‘Thousands ignorantly suppose that there is actu- 
ally a difference of rank, and that those to whom 
the name of Bishop is given, have something su- 
perior attached to them. This piece of papal ar- 
rogance ought to be corrected so far as_may be, 
by those who hold to the exclusive authority of 
the New Testament in all ecclesiastical affairs.

He was farther of the opinion, that the 
owners of fugitive siaves were bound to pursue 
strictly the remedy prescribed by the act of 1793, 
and have no right to seize and carry the fugitive 
away without a certificate:—and that a State 
was competent to punish such an act, as a viola- 
tion of its peace and dignity. 

Mr. Justice Batpwin held that both the Penn- 

sylvania law, and the act of Congress, were un- 
constitutional,—because the provision was intend- 
'ed to execute itself. 
_ Mr. Justice Wayne concurring with the ma- 
jority, briefly recapitulated the points decided, ac- 
cording to the above abstract, in order that there 
might be no misunderstanding. 

The decision of the Supreme Court of the Uni- 
ted States is the supreme law of the land, and 
trom it there is no appeal. The question then 
respecting thé right of our State legislatures to 
pass any laws referring to fugitive slaves, further 
than to prevent their doing harm to our own citi- 
zens, is finally settled. But the question is also 
settled that Congress has the right to legislate on 
this matter. ‘The consequence will be, that the 
petitions which have poured so plentifully into 
the State legislatures will now be sent to Con-
